in that valley,” he said.

First Death From C aisson Disease 
Occurs Among Workmen on 
Fads Bridge 


On March 19, 1870, 
66 
years 
ago this week, occurred the first 
death among workmen on 
Eads 
bridge from the strange 
malady 
known as caisson 
disease. 
This 
disease, of which 119 cases 
were 
reported among the approximate­ 
ly 600 men who worked 
in 
the 
compressed air-chambers used in 
sinking the three gigantic 
piers 
of the famous Eads bridge 
below 
the channel of the Mississippi at 
St. Louis, excited great 
interest 
among medical and scientific 
cir­ 
cles. 
As the number of “ Bridge 
cases”, as the victims of 
caisson 
disease were 
known, 
increased, 
stories became rife of the terrible 
dangers of working in 
the 
air 
chambers. 
Few, if any, difficulties encoun­ 
tered in 
the 
building 
of 
the 
famous bridge, which focused the 
eyes of the 
entire 
engineering 
w'orld upon its construction, prov­ 
ed more baffling or more 
sensa­ 
tional than caisson 
disease. 
In 
the wintre of 1870, when the cut­ 
ting edge of the caisson 
of 
the 
East pier 
reached 
some 
sixty 
feet below the 
surface 
of 
the 
river, occasional cases of muscu­ 
lar paralysis In the low'er limbs 
of the men were observed. Symp­ 
toms increased in 
severity 
and 
number despite the shortening of 
the “watches” in the 
air-cham ­ 
ber. 
Finally, on March 19, when 
the immersion below 
the 
river 


exceeded 90 feet and the pressure1 
in the air-chamber was 44 pounds 
above normal, the 
startling 
re 
port was given out: “James Riley 
died today at 
10:15 a. m.” 
The 
man had worked but two hours in 
the air chamber; immediately af­ 
ter coming up from the caisson, he 
had gasped, fallen over, and with­ 
in fifteen minutes was dead. 
At the time of the construction 
of the East pier, the deeper of the 
two channel piers of Eads Bridge, 
very little was 
known 
of 
the 
peculiar effects of compressed air 
upon men. 
Though Europe 
en­ 
gineers hud used the 
pneumatic 
process, the St. Louis bridge was 
the first instance in the history of 
bridge building in which 
bridge 
foundations had 
been 
sunk 
to 
such great depths. The best meth­ 
ods of protecting the workmen of 
the St. Louis bridge 
foundations, 
therefore, had to be learned from 
experience.

trees and frequent cutting all arc 
contributing factors 
tow ard 
d e­ 
pleted lawns. 
The art of lawn making is not 
as sim ple as the average 
person 
would like to 
believe. 
Everyone 
wishes to develop and maintain a 
beautiful lawn and should study 
the needs of 
their 
ow n 
lawn. 
T here are two types of lawms, new 
and old, and each present a prob­ 
lem. 
This article will deal chief­ 
ly with the old lawns. 


Must Have Plant Food 


Soils become greatly 
depleted 
of plant food after being in lawn 
grasses over a period of 
years. 
Probably the most im portant food 
is nitrogen, yet a certain am ount 
of phosphorus and potash is nec­ 
essary. 
One 
hundred 
pounds 
pulverized sheep, cattle, or chick­ 
en m anure per 500 square feet is 
v e ry ’satisfactory, or, if convenient 
to use frequent 
applications 
of 
5-10-5 or 
6 - 8 - 6 com mercial fe r­ 
tilizer at the rate of about 
ten 
pounds per 500 square feet, will 
supply the required 
am ount 
of 
food for luxuriant growth. 


Apply New Seed 


Every lawn should have an oc­ 
casional 
reseeding 
with 
fresh 
potent seed. 
Both bluegrass and 
red top may be 
used 
and 
the 
quantity seeded depends 
on 
the 
condition of the lawn. 
From 
30 
to 50 pounds per acre 
m ay 
be 
seeded every five to eight years. 
The grass should be cut and the 
.ground raked with an iron tooth 
rake as deeply as possible without 
tearing out the roots of the grass. 
The bare spots should be spaded 
and new' soil or fertilizer added. 


The seed should be raked into the 
soil. 
Rolling with a heavy roller 
helps smooth the lawn and pack 
the soil. 
Early spring cuttings may 
be 
left to decay, however, after May, 
the cuttings should be 
removed. 
The "set" of the law nm ow er 
is 
important. 
Thin spots should not 
be clipped too closely. 
Missouri circular No. 274 “ De­ 
velopment and Care 
of 
Lawns" 
may be secured 
at

County 
Agent's office. 
This 
circular 
is 
free for the asking and contains 
complete information with respect 
to the care of lawns.

BACKED BY GOVERNOR 


Jefferson City, March 12.—Gov­ 
ernor Stark today gave 
out 
the 
following statement in support of 
the proposed 1 cent per 
gallon 
tax increase on gasoline, which he 
claims is necessary to insure the 
continuation of the state’s 
road 
building program, and especially 
the building of 
farm-to-market 
roads, after 1938:
